JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

We have received by telegram from San Francisco news in ad- 
vance of the incoming mail with dates down to 24th Dec. 

The Pacific mail steamship America arrived at San Francisco 
from Hong Kong, via Yokohama, on the 17th January, bringing 
forty passéngers for San Francisco, fourteen for New York, one for 
England, fourteen young Japanese noblemen, who have through 
tickets for New York, overland, and 160 Chinese. She had a full 
cargo of teas and miscellaneous goods. The young Japanese will 
proceed to New York to enter college. 

Among the passengers was his Excellency Ito Okura Daijo, 
Assistant Minister of Finance of the Empire of Japan, who ig 
accredited as Commissioner to the Government of the United 
States. His suite included secretaries, physicians, aids, &., in all 
twenty-two persons. They will remain here for two weeks, and 
visit the public institutions of San Francisco before proceeding 
to Washington. It is announced that Ito’s mission to the United 
States is to study the financia: system.—the Currency, Treasury, 
and Revenue laws. Itis said that he is a man of liberal views, 
and is well-disposed towards foreigners in Japan, - He has been 
liberally educated. Physically he is a man of fine appearance. 
Several of Ito’s companions are Japanese bankers. The move- 
ments of the party at San Francisco were under Mr. Charles 
Walcott Brooks, the Japanese Consul. 

At the date of the departure of the steamer from Yokohama 
business in Japan was utterly stagnant. 

The American Minister, Mr, De Long, and Sir Harry Parkes had 
been ona visit to Kishiu, Satsuma had massed a large number 
of troops, and it was feared a civil war could not much longer be 
deferred. ;

HANKOW. 

A translation of a memorial by the Governor of Hunan respect- 
ing the late insurrectionary movements in that part of the Empire 
explains their grave nature. A remarknble feature in the memo- 
rial is a covert hint conveyed of the influence held by the Tseng 
family in Hunan. Tseng-kwo-tseuen, to whom the Governor says 
he has intrusted the chief command of the army, was in command 
of a host of Hunan braves round Nanking, and was nominally de- 
graded after the occurrence, on the strength of various accusa- 
tions. But the Tseng influence was too strong, and the Peking 
Government had to let the matter drop. There is little doubt but 
that the head members of the Ko-te-hwei are the petty officers of 
his and T’seng-kwo-Fan’s disbanded troops. We may be pretty 
sure that when the Tseng family have any interest in making 
trouble, there will be trouble in these up-river provinces ; when 
it is to their interest to keep the peace, there will be peace. 


SIANGHAT,. 

Dates are down to the 21st Dec. The London mail of Oct. 28 
arrived on the 15th Dec. Telegrams via Kiachta extended to the 
28th Nov. 

The most interesting event of the week was the inauguration 
of a statuc to Admiral Protet, the account of which we extract 
from the .Vor'h China Herald. Those who were living in Shanghai 
eight years ao will remember well the circumstances of Admiral 
Protet’s death, at the attack on the Taeping stockades at Najow. 
A subscription was «pened here to erect a statue to his memory, 
and it is the completion of this design which we have now to record 
It was largely attended, both by the general public and by the 
subscribers to the memorial. Detachments of the Volunteer. 
Corps from both sides of the Yan,s-king-pang, of seamen from the 
French ship Cvetlogon, and of the Franco-Chinese drilled troops, 
were also present. Over the gateway to the grounds the French 
flag was flying, supported on either side by those of Great Britain 
and America. The Consuls and others who had been specially in- 
vited, with officers of the French, American, and English men-of-war 
in harbour, were received hy Comte Mejan, the French Consul-Gene- 
ral. The Consul-General was more immediately attended and sup- 
ported by Captain Pritzbeur, of the ironclad Alma, M. Millot, of 
the French Municipal Council, the other members of that body 
and of the Shanghai Municipal Council, and was also attended by 
the (two) magistrates of the Mixed Courts. Admiral Rodgers 
and suite, from the American war frigate Colorado, were also pre- 
sent. When the signal was given for the statue to be (unveiled 
the guard presented arms, the Chinese disciplined trumpeters and 
drummers announced the event, the French Volunteer Artillery 
fired a salute, and the Consul-General delivered an eloquent address 
from the steps of the pedestal. Thefigure is erect and commanding, 
but thero is no stiffness of bearing, and the moulding of the face dis- 
plays with singular lightness and natural expression the lineaments 
of aman of firm character and gracious demeanour. The right 
hand grasps a telescope, and the other is occupied with the cloak, 
which falls in flowing folds from the shoulders, and forms, in 
such slight degree as is permissible in this style of art, a back- 

nd to the figure. Altogether, the sculptor may be congratu- 
ated on having produced a fine specimen of bronze statuary, and 
the community on having received a work at once illustrative of 
that art and commemorative of the noble man to whose memory 
it is dedicated. The pedestal is likewise a monument to the offi- 
cers and men who fell in the same service with the Admiral— 
whose names are here inscribed ; and a Chinese version also ap- 
per on one stile, Th principal inscription, however, is the 
following :—

“A lAdmiral Protet, aux officers, marines et soldats, tués glo- 
rieusement devant les rebelles, sur la terre de Chine, 1855—1862.”” 

A meeting of delegates from the various companies of the 
Shanghai Fire Department has been held, for the purpose of no- 
minating chief and district engineers. The following gentlemen 
were put in nomination :—For chief engineer, Mr. C. P. Blethen ; 
for district No. 1 (Hongque), Mr. J. L. Hammond; No. 2 dis- 
trict, Messrs. W. E. Stephenson, O. Bullock, F. E. Gwyn, and R. 
Mackenzie ; and for No. 3 district, Messrs. Severans, Teillot, and 
Fajard. Mr. John Thorne, who has for the past year been acting 
chief, declined to stand, preferring to resign the position back to 
Mr. Blethen, the former chief. 

The following items are from the same paper :— 

Inquiries made as late as December 10, by some of the mission- 
aries in Hangchow, have failed to discover any evidence of the 
proclamation upon the subject of the Tientsin massacre being 
published there. When we remember the obscure manner in 
which this proclamation was posted in Shanghai, it is not sur 
prising that in other places there should be an entire disregard of 
the promise “that the proclamation shall be published in alk 
parts of the Chinese Empire.” 

A memorial has been drawn up by the Protestant Missionaries, 
for presentation to the Foreign Ministers at Peking. regarding 
the present aspect of aflairs as bearing on missionary work. It 
records their high appreciation of the enlightened policy of the 
treaties of 1855-60, made by Christian nations with China, in 
guaranteeing not only extended commercial privileges, but also 
full toleration of the Christian religion, with protection for those 
who teach and those who profess it ; and expresses the r 
and apprehension with which they have viewed, within the 
few years, the inauguration of a different policy from that which 
made and sanctioned these treaties, and approved our missiona 
operations under them ; and it deprecates such a course toward 
the Chinese authorities as will allow them to escape from their 
treaty engagements, and as in other regards so also in the license 
hitherto secured to Christian missionaries for their specific work. 

We are ylad to hear that the charity for the relief of Chinese 
poor is in active operation, and relicving two to three hundred 
people every day, sleeping accommodation being provided for 
about two hundred and fifty. A number of wadded garments 
have been purchased, and have been served out to the most neces 
sitous. A foreigner has been enyaged to organise a labour sys- 
tem. Tools, baskets, &c.. have been purchase, and a useful com- 
mencement has been made in attempting to drain the village of 
Sinza, and filling up an offensive stagnant pool in the direction of 
the gasworks, inside of the defence ditch. There are plenty of 
other similar nuisances which may be taken in turn. The Muni- 
cipal Council have placed native policemen at the bridgés crossing 
the defence ditch, to prevent beggars from returning to the set- 
tlement after they have been relieved at the refuge. 

The man Ross, who was committed for trial so-ne weeks ago on 
a charge of having shot a Chinaman at Au Chalet, has been tried 
and acquitted. Inthe course of the trial Dr. Jamicson raised a 
point about fees to skilled witnesses, which much needs to be 
settled in Shanghai. 

A parade of the volunteer corps for the presentation ‘of primes 
won at the rifle meeting was held on Wedneslay. The ladies’ 
prize was given by Mrs. Goodwin, the remainder by Mr. Dixwell, 
the chairman cf the Municipal Council. 

It is worth a walk up the Freuch road to Sikawei just now to 
see the change which is being wrought in the creek which runs 
alongside it. The creek had filled up so much that fora | 
time it had been dry at low tide, and barely navigable even at 
high water. For two or three weeks now hundreds of coolies have 
been at work deepening the bed, which has been sunk several 
feet throughout its length, and nearly to the proposed depth. 
When the authorities have finished this Inudable work it is to be 
hoped they will turn their attention to some of the bridges in the 
neighbourhood, which are in the last stage of shakiness and de- 
cay. The rebels broke down the stone bridges ; the wooden ones 
were erected after their departure. These are now worn out, 
while the stones of the former structures lie cumbering the bank 
alongside. Why not re-erect them ? 

The N. C. Daily News has some interesting remarks upon the 
trade of Tientsin. Adverting to the large import trade now con- 
ducted there, now second only to Shanghui, it observes that, in 
consequence of the absence of any export trade, there is an export 
of nearly Tis. 7,000,000 to square accounts. It goes on to notice 
a statement made some time ago by the Commissioner of Customs 
at that port, to the effect that the Chinese Government contem- 
plated working the coal in the hills to the east of ‘Tientsin, which, 
if combined with the construction of a ,tramway, would pro- 
bably cause ® large export of the mineral. Unfortunately, 
however, the high official who was to accomplish all this 
has now gone to Europe, under a dark loud of obloquy ; 
and the events of the past year have directed the atten- 
tion of the Chinese authorities rather to the enlargement of 
the Taku forts than to works of a more peaceful character. 
But even under Chung How, who was supposed to be favourable 
to improvement, no step was really taken. The mine-owners and 

ople expressed a frank desire for extended trade, and it is be 
ieved the Tsung-li-Yamen once went so far as to promise Mr.

Some two months ago a Protestant medical missionary who had

-Yangtse, a hundred miles or so above Nankin, was returning to 

Chinkiang. He hired a common Chinese house-boat, and travelled 
- along the canals which everywhere intersect that part of the coun 
try. Passing the large and important town of Taiping-fu, about 
:forty miles below Wuhu, he had advanced fifteen or sixteen miles 
nearer Chinkiang, when he came to a Chinese gunboat at one of the 
~Rumerous Custom’s barriers. The people on board the gunbont 
shouted ina very insolent tone to him to stop,and when they saw that 
- he took no notice of them, they fired a blank shot across his hows and 
forced him to come to. They then boarded his boat and charged him 
with smuggling opium. Of course they found none ; nevertheless, 
they said he must come back with them to Taiping-fu for exmina- 


tion before the magistrate. Thus compelled, he went back to Tai- ; 


ping-fu, where he was marched to the yamen of the magistrate 
among crowds of people, who heaped upon him every imaginahle 
-opprobrious epithet. The magistrate, on hearing the facts, felt 


:bound to set him at liberty, but left him to run the gauntlet of | 


‘abuse and threatening back to his boat, in which he reached 
Chinkiang without further adventure. He was urged to make an 
official complaint on the subject to his Consul, but declined to do 
80, on the plea ef not wishing to cause trouble. ‘The fruit of this 
forbearance is seen in the fact that we have just heard of another 
missionary receiving siwilar ill-treatment from the same gunboat 
-at the same spot, 
Turning our attertion to the foreign buildings of the settle- 
-ment, we are first struck by the superb, yet somewhat deceptive, 
facing they give to the Chinese slums which lie behind then, and 
even to the City, which they partially conceal. While theorists and 
Pilon are writing themselves and a few others into the be- 
ief of China’s advancement and civilisation, we have here before 
our eyes a practical demonstration of the wide chasm which de- 
vides them from the nations of the West. While the Chinese 
worthies canvas the possibility of foreigners in China being driven 
into the’sea, and Anglo-Saxon statesmanship has drivelled into a 
policy which contemplates their being forced into ships of war for 
refuge, our buildings indicate the firm faith of our merchants and 
capitalists, that our foothold on the Chinese‘soil is permanent, and 
that the only changes possible are those in the direction of exten- 
sion and developnent. We might point to the growing extension 
of our wharf accommodation, to the building up of all available 
space in many of our compounds in proof of this. But the most 
prominent and striking illustration of it may be seen by compar- 
ing the new Oriental Bank on the Bund with its neighbour to- 
wards the south ; the one the symbol of a commercial speculation 
that was tentative and problematical, the other the proof of a con- 
viction that foreign influence and foreign trade inChina will be 
permanent and increasing.

information is available, has the proclamation appeared. The 
promise, therefore, appears to have been only a subterfue to ect 
out of the demands which were being pressed, and it seems ci-ar 
that the Chinese Government are endeavouring to shirk whit is 
the most important part of any reparation that is to be gis en, as 
the object of the demands made is of course chiefly to prevent 
the recurrence of outbreaks and to re-est tblish foreign prestige. 

The Hon. W. H. Seward and his pirty were assaulted with 
stones on their visit to Wuchang, near Hankow. The action was 
simply apparently carrying out the now recognised mode of re- 
ceiving foreigners at most places away from the treaty ports ; 
and it is becoming daily more clear that these demonstrations 
will be of still more frequent occurrence than they are at present, 
unless some steps be taken to bring the Chinese officials to their 
senses. 

Writing on the present state of trade in Hong Kong, the Daily 
Press, after observing that much of what is termed the hadiess 
‘of trade results from the natural working of competition, snd that 
the trade has not diminished in magnitude though it has :Io12 so 
in profitableness, observes that there is a puint at which tle crade 
in Hoag Kong, like that in all parts of China, is unquestionably 
open to all the complaints that are made against it. ‘That profits 
to individuals should diminish as trade progresses is an unavoid- 
able necessity, but in ordinary places this is counteracted by its. 
becoming more extended. In Hong Kong, perhavs more than at 
any other place in Chinn, trade lacks this power of expansion to a 
marked degree ; and in consequence its profitablenes is reduced, 
more than it would be by the natural working of competition 
were it not for this additional obstruction. 

Mr. W. 1. Seward arrived here, in the P, and QO. steamer Tra- 
vancore, from Shanghai, on Christmas day. After leaving Hong 
Kong, Mr. Seward intends to visit Manila and the Straits. 

The Rev. J. Legge, D.D, on Dec. 14 inaugurated a scries of 
lectures in the Union Church. His gabject was “ Confucius, the 
Sage of China.” 

The Canton correspondent of the China Mail thus describes 
the recent fracas at Kunsh on the occasion of a picnic :—Precau- 
tionary plicards had drawn together an immense crowi.

notwithstanding, the ladies got landed and en route for a neigh- 
bouring monastery without any mishap. A large crowd followed, 
of course, and the children were noisy and troublesome, as might 
have been expected. A request was just about to be made 
for less noise and crowding, when suddenly the gallant Cap. 
tain rushed at the crowd with a thick stick, with which he 
belaboured everybody who came in his way. Justly incensed at 
this indiscreet behaviour the rustics raised a cry of “ta” (hit 
him), and stones were thrown. An attempt was made to con- 
tinue the picnic, but all chance of peace and quietness was at an 
end. The crowd declined to “move on,” and the disgusted 
merry-makers retreated to their stenmer amidst the laughter of 
the villagers. 

The fifth ordinary meeting of the shareholders of the China

The two retiring direc- 
tors, Mr. Hitchcock and Mr. Kaye, and the auditors, Mr. Sage 
and Mr. Inkes, were re-elected, and an extra allowance of $100 
per month granted to the general agents, who have been under 
considerable ($3,000 per annum) in removing the office of the 
company to Queen’s-road, whereby the business of the company 
has been materially increased,

SIAM.

BANGKOK, 

The Siam Weekly Advertiser says that a new fort is being 
erected in Krung Charoen-street. It will be able to sweep the 
Krun Charoen.street up and down, effectually preventing all access 
to the First King’s Palace from the south on that street, and 
effectually sweeping both sides of the cross street, and preventing 
the approach of people from the east or the west on that street to 
force their way to the palace up the Krung Charoen-street, where 
it is bisected. There will probably be a similar one where the 
above-mentioned cross street bisects the Krung Bamrung-muang- 
street. If one is constructed here it will protect and prevent the 
rush of masses to the palace on the north side. Those in posses- 
sion of these two forts will have the entire city within the walls 
at their mercy. When in possession of the friends of the King, 
his Majesty will be perfectly safe from a land attack of masses of 
men with small arms, and if they ever fall into the hands of the 
enemies of the King, his Majesty’s hope could only be found in 
successful flight. These forts, however, would be perfectly useless 
if the city was attacked by vessels from the river. If forts are 
constructed in these positions, the four corners of the bisecting 
streets must be greatly modified, to leave ample room for a 
thoroughfare all around them. 

Siam is quietly but still surely increasing her navy. We notice 
three vessels on the stocks, and, by the close of another year, they 
will be launched, fully equipped and manned. In fact, since 
1865, the Siamese Government has given special attention to the 
increase of her navy. The Jmpregnable, one of the neatest and 
smartest of the Siamese men-of-war, was, we believe, the first 
vessel ever really commissioned by them, and that was in 1865, 
when an European was appointed to her, with the rank of com- 
mander. For the next three successive years, Commander Wal- 
rond retained the command of this vessel. In 1868, Commander 
Walrond was appointed to the Siam Supporter, with the rank of 
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the Siamese possess, being about 700 tons burthen, and armed 
with two pivots (Armstrongs) and six broadside guns. 

We learn that the new lighthouse at the entrance to the river 
has been so far completed that it was expected it would have been 
ignited before this, but the foundation being of a very unstable 
nature, it has settled considerably, and may hinder the appear- 
ance of the light for an indefinite period. 

The Siamese authorities are not only drilling men for soldiers, 
but they are forming a brigade of elephants, and are daily exer- 
cising hai near the palace of H.M. the Wang Looang. 

With reference to the report of a new grammar of the Siamese 
language being about to be published by Dr. J. T. Jones, the 
Bangkok Summary states that Dr. Jones iiss been dead for thir- 
ee youre, and the new publication is undertaken by the Rev. 8.

The Java Bode of the 28th Dec. furnishes the following par- 
ticulars of an intended mutiny amongst the foreign soldiers of 
the Netherlands Indian Army :—‘“ We learn that the military 
authorities at Batavia have, through the fidelity of a Swiss, got 
into their hands the threads of a conspiracy formed by forei 
soldiers belonging to the Netherlands Indian Army, with the o 
ject of effecting a rising at various places. The ringleaders ap- 
pear to be in garrison at Buitenzorg ; for there have been at least 
fourteen Swiss taken into custody there, and the conspiracy had 
ramifications at Weltevreden, Cheribon, and perhaps at some other 
places. By means of intercepted letters, written in a dialect un- 
intelligible to strangers, but deciphered by the help of an officer 
acquainted with that dialect, the persons concerned have been 
discovered and made harmless. The evening of Dec. 31 or New 
Year’s day had been chosen by them for the carrying out of their 
criminal plans.” :

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates are down to the 4th Jan. On the 23rd Dec. the P. and 
O. steamer Malacca arrived with the English mail of the 18th 
November, and on the 29th the Donnai came in with the French 
mail and London letters to the 25th November. 

The Straits Times says the Christmas and New Year holidays 
were accompanied by an almost incessant downpour of rain, which 
effectually prevented all out-door enjoyment, and rendered many 
of the roads all but impassable. 

The beginning of the year, however, though the weather hag 
been unpropitious and commercial matters are stagnant, is marked 
by events likely to exert a favourable influenee upon the trade of 
the colony. On the first of January the new Bankruptcy and 
the Debtors Ordinances came into force. The amount of dishonesty 
that has prevailed among the native traders under the old law, 
and which has reached a climax during the past year, entailing 
very serious losses upon the European merchants here, leads us to 
hope for a great improvement in this respect from the operation 
of the new law during the present year. 

Another event likely to prove of great importance to mercan- 
tile interests is the opening of direct telegraphic communication 
between this colony and England, by means of the submarine 
enble between Singapore, Penang, and Madras. This line will be 
supplemented this year by two more cables, one to Hong Ko 
and the other from Java to Australia; until these are laid it is 
improbable that the line will be kept very busy, but when all is 
completed, it is quite possible one wire may prove insufficient for 
the work. 

On the 21st Dec., the news was telegraphed to this from Penang 
that the King of Prussia had accepted the title of Em of 
Germany. The Germans here, of whom there are a considerable 
number, immediately held a meeting and prepared an address to 
his Majesty, sea lpr 4 him upon his accession to his new 
title, and expressing their oyalty. This address was telegraphed 
back to Penang to overtake the mail steamer, which would convey 
it to Galle, whence it would again be telegraphed direct to Berlin. 
Whatever may be the subsequent results of the change, if the newly 
made Emperor finds the rest of his subjects as loyal, he has little 
ground to fear any immediate internal opposition to his Empire. 

Her Majesty's steamer Algerine, which left this on the 17th 
Dec. to inquire into the piracy committed on board the schooner 
Sree Singapuru, went first to Malacca, where she foufd the 
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schocrer repairing. She then took the schooner in tow, and pro- | 


ceeded to the mouth of the Selengore river—the scene of the 
piracy—and here capture1 four men who had been implicated in 
the piracy. ; 

Captain EF. FE. Patterson, of the American barque <Aleyone, 
rescued two Chinese from shipwreck, under remarkable circum- 
stances, on his voyage from Amoy to this port. The natives had 
been driving about in a gale which had forced them from Formosa, 
sinca the 3rd or 4th November; they managed to subsist from day 
to day by catching fish and birds, which they ate, and for water 
they had merely what they could catch when it rained. But for 
the humane perseverance of Captain Patterson in working his 
ship up to them, attracted only by the light which they displayed 
as a forlorn hope, their fate must have been starvation in all its 
horrors. The boat had drifted 8S. W. 3 S. 1,000 miles during the 

thirty-two days, being an average of a fraction over thirty-one 
miles per day. When found the men were so exhausted that, one 
too. weak to get on board the Alycone fell over and was lost. 

The inquest on the bodies of the three Javanese pilgrims, 
whose death under suspicious circumstances we reported some time 
since, has been concluded. On analysing the contents of their 
stomachs arsenic was found in that of the boy, and also in the re- 
mains of the tea which they had been drinking. The jury re- 
turned a verdict of wilful murder against some person or persons 
unknown, but the Malay who lived in the house with the de- 
ceased has been detained in custody on suspicion, and will be 
dealt with before the magistrate. 

We are giad to find that the good service done to these Settle- 
ments during many years by Mr. Abraham Eogan have met a re- 
cognition from many of the old Straits people at home, both in 
his capacity of secretary to the Chamber of Commerce and in the 
poblic press. A complimentary letter, accompanied by a watch 
and chain, has been forwarded to Mr. Logan, at Penang, by Mr. 
Ed. Boustead, of Newman’s-court, Cornhill, ~ 
“.° My. Nai Naitre, formerly Siamese Vice Consul at this port, has 
received the appoiitment of Governor of Paknam.

SHANGHAI.—Black: The amount of business transacted during the 
fortnight had been small. Prices showed no material alteration. Sup- 
plies had been on a fair scale for the time of year, and the stock on offer 
was slightly increased. News of European complications had caused 
buyers to be cautious, and the market closed quict, at perhaps slightly 
weaker rates, Settlements for the fortnight, 4,200 chests ; re-shipments 
on owners’ account, 1,900 chests; stock, 40 chops, or 3,300 packages. 
Green: Transactions had been small, total purchases only amounting to 
17,150 half-chests. No appreciable decline could be quoted in the 
prices paid for these, although the market appeared to have a down- 
ward tendency, as large stocks of almost unsaleable Teas were accumu- 
lating. The settlements had again been principally confined to the 
medium and lower class Teas, as the few fine chops on hand seemed to 
meet with little attention at the extreme rates demanded. Settlements 
for the fortnight, 17,150 half-chests ; stock, 132 chops, or 6),810 pack- 
ages of Teenkai, Fychow, and Moyune Teas ; stock, 10 chops, or 4,759 
packages of Shanghai-packed and Pingsuey Teas. 

Foocuow.—A fair business had been in progress during the fortnight, 
interrupted towards the close by the race holidays. Settlements of Con- 
gou and Souchong amounted to 28,218 chests, and 1,768 half-chests of 
Oolong ; and the arrivals had been 7,714 chests Congou and Souchong, 
and 1,150 half-chests Oolong. Congou: Dust and Siftings in little 
request, and purchases made at lower rates. Foochow Packed Dust 
freely offered at Tis, 4} and Siftings at Tls. 6 without inducing busi- 
ness. Some little inquiry for Broken Leaf: the value had slightly de- 
clined. Ordinary Common fully maintained its former position, but 
was not in demand; bulk of the stock consisted of these lower grades. 
Buyers had paid attention chiefly to Good Common and Flavoury, for 
which they had paid about half a tael, and in case of some Teas with 
more decided flavour, fully a tael higher. Towards the close, some 
Teumen, anxious to realise, had accepted rather easier rates in order to 
make sales. Quotations: Dust and Siftings, Tls. 44 to 7; Broken Leaf 
to Ordinary, Tis. 74 to 11}; Fair to Good Common, Tls. 12 to 14%; 
Flavoury, Tis. 15 to 17 ; Good Flavoury, none on the market. Souchong : 
Moderate business, purchases amounting to 1,523 chests, of which some 
was taken at a decline on former rates, Quotations: Common, Tls. 12 
to 15; Medium, Tle. 16 to 20. Oolong: Teamen had been holding 
out for higher prices than buyers would give, and business had accord- 
ingly been limited. One chop of 1,706 half-chests was scttted at Tis, 
24, and come small purchases had been made for England.

BRITISH SETTLEMENTS IN THE STRAITS OF 
MALACCA. 

The general meeting of the Fellows of the Royal Colonial Institate 
was held last week in the theatre of the Institute of Civil Engineers, 
Great George-street, Westminster ; Mr. James A. Youn in the chair. 
Prior to the commencement of the business of the evening, the 
chairman alluded in terms of the deepest regret to the lamented de- 
cease of Sir William Denison. He then called upon 

Mr. Lronarp Wray, who read a paper upon the British Settlements 
in the Straits of Malacca. The essayist set out by lamenting the 
ignorance generally prevalent in reapect to these settlements, observ - 
ing that they were unknown except among colonists and colonial mer- 
chants. The settlemen's comprieed the island of Penang, Singapore, 
and Malacca, the latter of which he considered as identical with 
the Ophir mentioned in Holy Writ, whence gold was brought 
to Solomon. There were many rich tin mines, but mining 
enterprise was nipped in the bud by the onerous laws in force 
and the unjust mode in which they were administered. The settle- 
ment was not by any means in 9 flourishing condition, though for 
agricultural purposes the land and climate were everything which could 
be required. He traced the history of the settlements from the time 
the island of Penang was acquired by purchase in 1786 up to the pre- 
sent. The commerce was not great, but, though variable, yet on the 
whole there had been a general increase, especially during the past 
ten years, the imports showiag an increase of 70 per cent. The labour 
market was well supplied with Japanese, Siamese, Chinese, Bengalese, 
&c., and in no part of the world were labourers better treated. Singa- 
pore was a free port. In ten years its commerce had increased 51 per 
cent., and ,he considered that the ever-increasing trade of Hong Kong 
hal an inimical effect upon the trade of Singapore. Under the East 
India Company's rule land could be brought in perpetuity for $2} pe® 
acre, but since it had become part of the empire the price had risen to 
something like $8 per acre. 

An interesting discussion followed the reading of the paper, in 
which General Cavenagh (late Governor of Singapore), Mr. H. E. 
Montgomerie, Mr. Booth, Mr. Leveson and others, took part. 

General CavENaGH, with reference to the remarks made by Mr. Tid- 
man, stated that it was true that one of the causes of the want of 
progress in Malacca waa the tenour under which, for a long period, it 
was supposed that the greater portion of the land was held by a few 
of the old Dutch families, and the Government thus prevented from 
issuing freehold grants. This evil had, however, been grappled with, 
and any misconception that existed as to the relative rights of the 
State and the landed proprietors fully removed by the passing of the 
Malacca Land Act, by which the latter were permanently confirmed 
in their annuities, and the Government vested with full power to sell 
or lease all its waste lands. Under the powers thus obtained grants of 
large tracts had been made to Chinese speculators, and the cultiva- 
tion of tapioca, to which Mr. Wray had alluded, had been carried on 
to a considerable extent ; bat it was not only neceasary to give to specu- 
lators the power of obtaining and cultivating the soil—it was also 
easential to afford to them the means of conveying the fruit of their 
labours to the best market, and this alao had been done by opening up 
the country in every direction by good roads. The results of these 
measures could hardly yet have been realised, but he believed that in 
due course they would be obtained, and that there was a bright future 
for the Settlement, and he need scarcely mention that he should 
watch ita increasing prosperity with the greatest interest. 

Mr. Leveson doubted very much whether there were any good 
grounds for thinking the Mount Ophir of Malacca mentioned to be 
that spoken of in Scripture. It, was more generally supposed by the 
people in the East to be a mountain of the same name, and twice the 
elevation in the interior of Sumatra, but either case was very proble- 
matical. He also took exception to Mr. Wray’s remarks that the pro- 
duction of tin was falling af in the Straits of Malacca, being of opinion 
that the present supply ia as large as it has ever been. 
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General CavenaGH subsequently remarked that he believed it was 
in his power to explain an apparent discrepancy between the state- 
ments made by Mr. Wray and Mr. Leveson. The cessation of mining 
operations in the district of _Kasang was not owing to the duty levied 
by Government, which was similar to that imposed in all Malayan 
States, but to the crude manner in which these operations were con- 
ducted. A Chinese miner simply cut an open trench, from which he 
removed the water by means of his endless pump; when the water 

ed on him he abandoned his digging and commenced work in 
some other locality ; hence, his mining being merely on the surface, he 
never really exhausted the mineral supply; but having, it might be 
said, merely scratched over the earth, he started in search of virgin 
soll. Hence by degrees the greater number of the Chinese miners had 
left the British territories and migrated into the neighbouring native 
States of Salangore, Simjie Ujong, &c. Still the men belonged to 
Malacca, all their supplies came from that station, and many of them 
had their homes there, whilat all the tin obtained by their exertions 
was disposed of to Malacca merchants, and bore their stumps or chops. 
At one time there had been an intention of forming a company for 
the purpose of fully developing the mineral resources of the settle- 
ment, and the Government, had the intention been carried into effect, 
expressed its readiness to reduce the duty by one half. 
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DIVORCE COURT. 


STONE V. STONE. 


This was the husband’s petition for a divorce, on the ground of his 
wife’s adultery. Dr. Spinks, Q.C.,and Mr. Lanyon were counsel for 
the petitioner, who was married to the respondent at Marseilles, in 
October, 1860, the petitioner at the time being Purser in charge of the 
Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Company’s station there.

On their return to China they 
took up their residence at Inverness-terrace, Bayswater, and there are 
two children the isene of the marriage. In 1869 the petitioner in the 
-course of his business returned again to China, and he left his wife at 
their residence at Bayswater in charge of Mrs. Waller, the mother of the 
co-respondent, who had by this time returned home from England. 
The petitioner returned from China in July, 1869, and it was 
alleged that during his absence the co-respondent frequently visited 
the respondent and committed adultery with her. After his return he 
found his wife quite different from what she had been before. In 
July, 1870, she was confined, and soon after she went to Broadstairs, 
from which she wrote home making proposals for a separation, and 
informing him that the last child was not biz. Ultimately the present 

suit was instituted. 


After hearing the evidence the Court considered that the adultery 
had been proved, and pronounced a decree nisi with costs againat Wal- 
ler, the co-respondent. 


THE DEATH OF MR. M. C. MORRISON. 

The Pall Mall Gazette has the following remarks upon the death of 
Mr. M. C. Morrison, an event which it will be remembered was no- 
ticed in our columns some months since :—‘‘ As assistant and Chinese 
secretary, interpreter, and consul, until his retirement with broken 
health in 1866, he laboured indefatigably in the desire to effect zome- 
thing beyond the mere line of his duties—at one time supplying the 
place of a medical man among cholera patients at his post when none 
could be obtained, at another camped out for three months during 
a severe winter on the wreck of H.M.S. Racehorse taking place, 
in order to carry on communications with the Chinese for the benefit 
of the survivors, and, if possible, to save the ship. Before coming 
home, although with impaired health, he madea journey of 2,000 miles 
on horseback through parts of China where no European had before 
penetrated, to collect information as to trade routes between India 
and China, especially that which passes through Yarkand and 
across the Gobi to, the north-western part of China Proper. This 
was made at his own cost without any extraneous aid or encou- 
ragement either from the Government or the mercantile commu- 
nities. All these years of hard and cheerless work, added to the most 
self-denying and abstemious habits, probably injured his constitution, 
and brought him to a comparatively early grave last November; but 
this ia the history of many whose lives are spent in the public service 
at such distant points, unhonoured and anknown beyond a narrow 
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circle of personal acquaintances. The trade routes through Asia by 
which even in the days of the Roman Empire caravans found their 
way from China to the borders of Persia and India, must remain for 
other labourers to trace. The late Mr. Morrison had, indeed, collected 
at great cost of time and money a vast mass of information, with maps 
and other data; but it is to be feared the whole work has been left in 
too fragmentary a state to be turned to any acconnt by other hands. 
He was busily engaged on a map until within a few days of his death, 
and it is much to be regretted on public grounds that he did not live 
to give something of completeness to his labours.” 


Tue Tea TRADE AT HAMBURG IN 1870.—Notwithstanding the 
state of war in which Germany was plunged for nearly half the year, 
and accompanied as it was by a blockade of the Elbe for a couple of 
months, and the withdrawal of all the young men liable to scrve in the 
army, yet it docs not appear that the tea trade suffered so much as 
might have been expected—certainly less than any other branches of 
business. The year began with a stock of 14,153 chests, to which have 
to be added 32,180 chests, the quantity imported, making a total of 
46,333 chests for the requirements of the trade. The sales of the year 
amounted to 30,869 chests, against 33,356 chests in 1869, thus show- 
ing a falling off of 2,487 chests; and ag the imports were 2,315 chests 
less than in 1869, the stock on hand at the end of December was as 
nearly as possible the eame as at the end of 1869. But though the im- 
ports and deliveries were not quite so large as in 1869, they both show a 
very considerable and marked increase over those of previous years. The 
great bulk of the transactions consisted of Congou, and whilst the prices 
of ordinary and low middling at the beginning of the year were re- 
markably low, and those of the finer descriptions out of all proportion 
higher in comparison, a reaction ensued in the second half of the year, 
by which the very reverse effect was produced, so that the quotations 
of good to fine middling were so low at the end of December as to at- 
tract the attention of speculators, by whom considerable purchases were 
made. There was a lively demand for Souchong, which lasted through- 
out the year, and prices remained steady allthe time. Pekoe exhibited 
a tendency to rise all through the year, which was justified by the very 
reduced stock, and the falling off in the imports. The transactions in 
Caper, Pouchong, and Orange Pekoe were not important. In Green 
Teas, Toukay, Hyson, and Imperial commanded a fair amount of busi- 
ness ; whilst, on the other hand, Young Hyson and Gunpowder were 
much neglected, and appeared out of favour. Reduced to quarter- 
chests, the total sales of the year consisted of 22,029 chests Congou, 
4,108 do. Souchong, 17 do. Caper, 224 do. Pouchong, 1,868 do. Pekoe 
and Black Leaf Pek oe, 38 do. Orange Pekoe, 574 do. Hyson Skin and 
Toukay, 164 do. Young Hyson, 423 do. Hyson, 914 do. Imperial, and 
520 do. Gunpowder. The greater part of the Tea was imported direct 
from China, and the remainder from England and Holland. 


“ Tre Trugs” on THE CESsION OF PONDICHERRY TO THE GERMANS.— 
“* All we can say is that we shall regard the change of ownership with 
indifference, perfectly certain that, whatever Power holds the place, it 
will be in our hands within a few weeks after its owners give any cause 
of anxiety to our Indian Government. Pondicherry is a third-rate 
settlement, with no good port; as at other places on the same coast, 
persons and goods have to be landed by flat-bottomed boats, on ac- 
count of the small depth of water and the violence of the surf.’ This 
is ‘‘ tall talk” with a vengeance; but we cannot credit the leading 
journal with ignorance of the fact that the shclving shore of Pondi- 
cherry may be as easily fitted with a pier at which cteamers of large 
tonnage can deliver persons and “ goods” (whatever they may be) as 
they have done for some years at Madraz, eighty miles off on the same 
coast, and under similar conditions. And it is, to say the least of it, 
a strange form of welcome for our new German neighbours to tell 
them that in a few weeks after they give cause for uneasiness they will 
be turned out. It is, however, possible that Pondicherry is itself in 
rather a hazy condition of mind on the subject of allegiance. Since 
the year 1672, when it was bought by the French from the King of 
Bejapore, it has hardly had a fair opportunity given it of becoming at- 
tached to its owners. It was taken from the French by the Dutch in 
1693, and restored to them in 1697 ; it was berieged by the English iu 
1748 ; it was taken in 1761 by the army under Colonel Coote, and re- 
stored to the French at the peace of 1763. In October, 1778, it sur- 
rendered to the British forces under Sir H. Munro, and was again re- 
stored at the peace of 1783; it was again taken in 1793, again in 
1808, and restored in 1815. It is now Jeaving the French once more, 
but there can be little doubt that it will return to them some day, 
when it is to be hoped it will be permitted to settle down at last. 


Mr. SEWARD ON THE YaNGTSzE.— We learn that Mr. W. H. Seward? 
whose visit to Peking we lately reported, has since made an excursion 
up the Yangtsze; and we regret to find that he was attacked by a 
number of natives at Hankow. It appears that Mr. Seward and his 
party, accompanied by Mr. Hobson of the Customs and Mr. Fitz of 
Messrs. Russell and Co., went over the river from Hankow to Woo- 
chang, and then procceded up the hill to the pagoda. On their 
arrival they found the usual crowd of boys and beggars, all of whom 
werc clamorous fora cumshaw of cash. Being refused they begen to 
pelt the chairs with stones, and seriously damaging one of them. No 
personal injury was sustained by Mr. Seward, or his party, and Mr. 
Hobson, the Commissioner of Customs, has since received a letter of 
apology and regret from the Taoutai Hankow for the occurrence. 


Tue 13th inst. will be an eventful day in the Customs. From that 
date the new system of passing tea entries will come into cffect, the 
tea and warehousing branch of the Long Room will be abolished, and 
the Warrant-oftice reduced to one-third of its present dimensions.

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THE MISSION OF CHUNG HOW. 

(To the Editor of the London and Chine Telegraph.) . 

Sir,—Reverting to my letter mm your issue of the 19th inst., 
in which I drew attention to the prejudice attaching to ILE. 

- Chung How, Chinese Ambassador te: France, and pointed out that 
- the ill feeling was greatly enhanced by erroneous ideas of his Ex- 
cellency’s position at the time of the Tientsin massacre. I would 
again notice through your columns an: immense injury to the man 
by the cditur of the Overland Chine Mail, a paper published at 
Hong Kong. Asa sensation for the times, a lithographed likeness 
of Chung How was given with each number of the edition ac- 
companying the Envoy-to Europe, and a very fair likeness it may 

vibe; but it is not the likeness, it is the letter press at the font in 
which the stabiscontained. These are the words :—“ Chung How, 
“ Governor of Tientsin, China, at the time of the Massacre, on 
“ June 21, 1870, of eleven French and one English Sisters of 
“ Mercy, a French Consul and his Chancellor, three Russian sub- 
“ jects, and other persons, in all twenty-four ; Ambassador to France 
“toexplain and apologise'for that atrocity.” — ; ss 

Very deliberate is your contemporary, you will see, in ‘ piling 
the agony ;”” most careful is he to let the world know that the man 
of all others who should have been able to curb the rioters, and 
afterwards avengethe victims of their fury, is now before them. 

But, Sir, what is the fact? Why, that Chung How was no more 
Governor of Tientsin at the time in question than you or I, and 
he will have had just as much executive power to curb the riot 
and punish the guilty as would the president of our trade to in- 
terfere between those London brewers and General Haynau when 
the Austrian soldier was punished for bearing the character of a 
Hungarian woman flogger. 

What more I have to say on this subject would be better, per- 
chaps, in the shape of an admonition to the Hong Kong friend 
‘who, in perfect innocence (ignorance), I believe, has done his best 
to impede Chung [ow’s progress for good ; it being quite possible 
for the editor of a Hong Kong paper to live and write in the 
colony for half-a-dozen years, and know as much about the 
Government of China when he ends as when he began. Suffice it 
to tell him, however, that when the massacre occurred there was no 
‘such functionary as Governor (such as we understand by the de- 
signation) in Tientsin, the officers responsible for the emeute being 
the Chi fu, or prefect of the department, and Haien, or district 
magistrate ; and writing from Peking to a friend of mine. Yung 
Wing (who learnt Christianity in the Morrison school. Hong Kong, 
graduated at the Harvard University, U.8.A. ;—for services to his 
Government was elevated to the rank of intendant of circuit, and 
was selected by his countryman Ting !’ootai to aid him in inves- 
tigating the particulars of the massacre), this Yung Wing says: 
—“The Tientsin affair is considered among officials settled by the | 
“ execution of some of the guilty, aud the banishment of others, 
“ including the Foo and Hsien of Tientsin’—“ and,” he adds, 
“T have tnken special pains to investigate the whole affair, and, 
“if time will allow, | purpose publishing the facts ” 

This publication. it is to be hoped, he will make in all due 
‘time, and we may then be hetter able to see why the Foo and 
and Hsien, instead of being banished only were not decapitated. 

One word more for Chung How, and I conclude. In the 
‘Bhanghai paper, the Cycle, of December 3rd, occurs the following 
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published in Shanghai for the year 1868, and the Cammittes, learning— 
that those of last year would probably likewixe be publisued here, provided 
that fifty copies were subscribed for, obta ned the names-of members of the 
Chamber to a list circulated for the purpose. A sale of more than the. 
required number of copies was thus guaranteed, but HI.M. Chargé 
(Affairs declined to authorise the i-sue of the reports i China previous 
to their appearance in England, and the proposal thevefore fell to the 
ground, ‘he value of trade reports to the public greatly dep>nding . 
cpon the promptitude of their publication, tho time which expires before 
their receipt in China, when printed in Englund, renders these otherwise 
interesting documents almost useless to merchants here, as they are not 
likely to be available for more than twelve mouths after the expiration 
of the year to which they refer. 


HOW AMERICAN CORRESPONDENTS POST UP 
THEIR FRIENDS IN THE STATES. 
(SAN FRANCISCO NEWS LETTER.) 

What a queer place Yokohama is ! And how horribly uncomfort- 
able the ladies feel on making its acquaintance forthe first time! 
Japan is not at all the place for modest young American dameels, 
to whom the leg of a piano is the limb ; the men go almost stark 
naked, and the women almost as bad. Is the weather hot ? and 
forthwith every Jap arrays himself in a suit of “buff.” with 
just a fig-leaf. The women go about with a sort of dirty wrap 
round them, wearing high sandals, and showing off the “ Grecian 
bend ” to perfection. There cau be no question where tne “ Gre- 
cian bend” came from. Japan, if behind the world in anything 
else, can set at least one fashion to her Eastern friends. But it 
is not so very far behind. A railway is to be built; think of 
that, ye discontented ones, who look down upon your almond- 
eyed friends. We are to have a grand railway twenty miles 
long ; and they have got engincers, and assistant engineers, and 
acting assistant, &c., all at the expense of the poor Japanese, in 
order to do what a smart Yank would do all by himself. And 
haven't they got into a mess about it ! 

Mr. Horatio Nelson Lay, C.B. (no relation of the Trafalgar 
Nelson, by the way), engaged the engineer-in-chief ; the engineer, 
on the lookout for the dolliers, throws over Mr. Lay for the Ja- 
panese (iovernment, and the assistant-engineers, who were sent 
out by Mr. Lay, go back disgusted. Another comes and stays, 
and I suppose that in some way the railway will be built. But 
Mr. Lay has the rhino, and if he doesn’t shell out, the whole affair 
will come to one everlasting grand smash. That's how the Bri- 
tishers manage things out here. We are like you in one respect 
at least ; we have too many earthquakes to suit our own comfort. 
The other night we bad four within half-an-hour, and a week ago 
there were about ten in the twenty-four hours. Nice country, 
Japan. There is, however, one feature about the Japs which ig 
somewhat interesting, muchly so to all bankrupts and office-seek- 
ers. As suicidists the Japs tuke considerable tickets. The other 
night asilkworm egg manufacturer, being bankrupt and afraid to 
go back to the interior, quictly ripped up his belly with his 
“toothpick,” and forthwith expired. Another blockhead, who, 
because he was anxious for his country’s good—noble pleasure 
that—sliced himself into “hash,” in the hope that his petition, 
which he carried conveniently in his pocket, would reach the boss 
Jap.

THE SHANGHAI CONSULAR REPORT. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Srr.—In your issue of the 30th ult. I observe you publish a | 
resume of the Consular Reports and Returns from China for the 
Year 1869, and draw special attention to the omission in the 
Blue- book of those from Shanghai, the principal port. | 

Whilst in Shanghai, in June last, I had occasion to learn that | 
Her Majesty’s Consul at that port had drawn up his report on 
trade, &c., for the previous year, and that the Chamber of Com- 
merce had applied to him for permission to publish it, together 
with those from the other ports on the spot. 

From the following extiact of the Chamber’s Report of the 
31st October last, published in the Shanghai Evening Courier, 
you will perceive that this valuable proposal fell to the ground.— 
Yours, truly, A Cuina Mercuant. 

London, Feb. 4, 1871. 

In consequence of the delay in the issue of the British Consular Re- 
ports on trade in China when printed in England, these documents were

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THE SUEZ CANAL. 
(FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDRNT.) 

There has been a report abroad that the company has sold the 
Canal to an English association, but this has been denied. 

We besieged residents were surprised the other day by the re-ap- 

nce of the Journal of the Canal, with an announcement that it 
‘would be published fortnightly,or more frequently, should the inte- 
rests of the shareholders demand it, until circumstances should al- 
low of its resuming its regular weekly appearance. It is a puzzle 
to everybody why the journal should reappear now, when the com- 
pany is shut out, or, rather shut in from news from the East, and 
when the paper cannot leave Paris. The directors of the company 
think, pecliape: that it is not well to let themselves and the Canal 
be entirely forgotten, and they have therefore taken up a state- 
ment which appeared in the Verité, to the effect that M. de 
Lesseps was in London negotiating the sale of the Canal to an 
English company, whereas that gentleman is not in London, but 
in Paris at the present moment. Of course it would have been 
uite sufficient to have addressed a letter tothe Verité and to the 
Cate Journal on the subject, to contradict the rumour in ques- 
on, but the director has thought it better not only to write sharp 
letters to the editor of the Verité, but also to half-a-dozen other 
journals that copied the statement, and these all appear in the 
new number of the Journal of the Canal de Suez. 

La Verité stated also that the Canal was loaded with a debt of 
more than sixteen millions sterling, and in reply to this the 
Journal says that the company has only one debt, namely, its loan 
of four millions sterling. To this it is objected by a writer in the 
Journal des Travaux Publics that the director omits to mention 
the coupons of that debt which are now overdue. The Journal goes 
on to state that the company has expended, besides this loan, its 
capital of eight millions sterling, making a total of twelve millions. 
The Canal, it is true, adds the Journal. has cost about 450 millions 
of francs (£18,000,000), but the difference between these two 
amounts of 300 and 450 millions of francs has been covered by 
the receipts and profits that the company acquired from the 
undertaking in the course of the execution of the works. 

The writer already referred to says, in reference to this :— 
“Who, on reading the above paragraph would not be induced to 
believe that the undertaking of the Canal had really produced of 
itself a revenue of 150 millions of francs, whereas the greater part 
of this sum was derived from the indemnity paid by the Viceroy 
and the interest of the money belonging to the company during 
the construction of the Canal? The facts respecting the actual 
earnings of the Canal are so well known that it is strange the 
company should risk controversy by putting forth so ambiguous a 
statement as that referred to. The canal isa grand work, whether 
it was worth doing still remaining an open question ; but it is to 

be hoped that as so much capital has been sunk, and so much 
talent and perseverance displayed, ‘the directors as well as the 
shareholders will some day see fitting returns for their money ; but 
at all events nothing will be gained by putting forth statements 
that lead to unpleasant discussion. France has had a severe 
lesson on the frightful mistake of making matters look nice for 
the public, and ought hereafter to practice with the utmost deter- 
mination plain statements and full publicity. The press, as well 
88 printing and publication, are now entirely free in France, and, 
should the Republic establish itself, they will doubtless remain go ; 
under such a state of things the course alluded to will be the 
only possible one, for any attempt at varnishing will only call 
forth relentless contradiction. For four months we have scarcely 
heard a word in Paris about the Suez Canal ; it may have been 
thronged with ships of aJl nations, or silted up, for aught the 
public here knows.”

GERMAN TRADE IN THE FAR EAST. 

The memorandum of which the following is a tranalation was 
drawn up by M. Drouyn de Lhuys, by desire of the Emperor 
Napoleon, and was handed to his Majesty on the Ist of March, 
1869. The original document, in the handwriting of the then 
French Minister of Foreign Affairs, was found at St. Cloud, and 
1s now in the possession of the North German Government :— 

“The nation among all others which, without incurring any of the 
tisk or cost of the war with China, has derived the greatest advantage 

it, is, unquestionably, North Germany. 

“ In former times the sole trade between Europeans and the Chinese 
that of opium, was monopolised by the English. Thus the Hanseatic 
towns had in China factories of but little importance. Since 1865 and 
1866, however, when several colossal English firms, which for a long 
Series of years had held exclusively in their hands the trade cf the Far 
East, became bankrupt, a number of new firms have been established on 
their ruins, and several of the most flourishing of these new firms are 
North German. 

“* Statistics prove that, if, during the last three years, the merchant 
Vessels of Bremen, Hamburg, and the other annexed ports—all of 
which carry the North German flag—have not yet taken the lead in the 
waters of Cuina and Japan, in number they are already almost equal to 
those of England and America. They have secured for themselves a 
large share of the coasting trade. As for the merchant shipping of 

nce. it would escape notice but for the packet service of our Afessa. 
Serves Inperiales. 

‘In addition to a keen commercial aptitude, the Germans possess 
Over the French the udvantage of quitting their native country without 
reluctance, and over the English that of living fragally. Their business 
qualities are so highly appreciated that several French houses established 
in Japan have placed Germans at the head of their branch establish- 
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ments. In 1866, out of ten or twelve French firms at Yokohama, the 
five leading ones were conducted by three Germans, one Swiss, aud one 
Maltese. 

“The commercial interests of North Germany in that part of the 
world have hitherto been protected by tho presence of the squadrons of 
France, Englund, and the United States; for the appe trance, at long in- 
tervals, cf a few Prussian ships of war iu the wat-rs of China and Japan 
cannot be considered any real protection. 

“ As soon as Germany shall possess such a Navy as will enable her to 
maintain a squadron permanently in the Far East, it may be anticipated 
that her trade, under such protection, will increase enormously.” 








THE REAL VALUE OF OUR TRADE WITH CHINA. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ PALL MALL GAZETTE.” 

S1n,—There is in the Edinburgh Review for this month an article on 
the ‘‘Foreign Relations of China,” of which I would speak with all 
due respect, inasmuch as the vies which it contains are both reason- 
able in themselves and reasonably urged. They are also, unless I am 
mistaken, such as your journal has frequently advocated. The writer 
comments very judiciously on the exaggerated pretensions put forward 
by our mercantile classes connected with China, or those who affect to 
speak for them; their passion for interference in the internal affiirs of 
that great and embarrassing Empire, their perfect conviction that the 
armies and navies and tax-paying classes of Great Britain exist chiefly 
for the purpose of compelling the Chinese (or as many as are left of 
them, for recent statisticians contend that the revolutions of late years, 
towards the production of which we have contributed no insignificant 
share, have diminished the population by one-half) to buy our manu- 
factures. But he weakens his position to some degree by quietly ad- 
mitting the very doctrine on which the Anglo-Chinese in question lay 
the greatest stress—the supposed enormous importance of the China 
trade to ourselves as an industrious community. A greater fallacy was | 
never put in fignres. A trade which practically consists in the importa- 
tion of a mere luxury can be but of trifling consequence to any nation. 
Let us see. I take the very words—quoted by the Rdinburgh Reviewer, 
T am sorry to sce, with acquiescence—in which some of the advocates 
of a pushing Chinese policy, whom he is controverting, put this part of 
their case. 

“ From India, China, and Japan we import nothing that we eat or 
drink, except a luxury, and a grain which is something more or less 
than a luxury—rice. Yet the stoppage of our mercantile connection 
with these countries would inevitably carry with it the starvation of 
large numbers of the English labouring classes, If the Indian and the 
Chinese markets were shut against us, our workmen weuld have to starve 
or pinch as infallibly as if some convulsion of natnre suddenly cut us off 
from the vast corn-flelds of the Mississippi Valley or of Southern 
Russia.” 

That this formidable prognostication is the merest delusion will, I think, 
appear to any ome who will take the trouble to apply his mind with a 
little attention to the real circumstances of the case. 

Our imports from China amount annually to ten millions’ worth of 
tea, Iet us say, and three millions’ worth of silk. I speak at random, 
not having the figures before me, but their correctness is of no import- 
ance to my hypothetical argument. The tea is, as the writer quoted 
puts it, a “a luxury; ” which mcans that the consumers in this country 
are rich enough to spend ten millions on an article which they could do 
without, In order to obtain this tea, the consumers must cither bay 
and export to China an equivalent value of British manufactures, or 
they must pay in gold, which can only be obtained by the sale of British 
manufactures. So far, therefore, it is quite truc that the consumers of 
tea are encouraging British manufacturing industry. 

But now let us make a very simple supposition. Let us imagine that 
the English nation was suddenly to become sick of tea—-no insalubrious 
supposition, if some medical authorities are to be believed. Let us 
suppose that not a pound more of tea found a purchaser in England. 
The consumers would have their £10,000,000 in their pockets. I can- 
not certainly tell what they would do with the moncy ; buat I will assume 
as the safest supposition that they would spend the whole sum on some 
other luxuries. For instance, let them spend it on coffee, beer, wine, 
tobacco; then the China trade (as regards tea) would be defunct. But 
in what respect would the country be the worse? A trade to precisely 
the same amount, encouraging precisely the same amount of manufac- 
turing industry, would grow up with Ceylon and Java, France and Spain, 
and the becr-procuring interests of our own country. 

I scarcely need add that if the production of tea were suddenly 
arrested, not by a change of taste among ourselves, but by war or com- 
mercial prohibition in China, the result would be precisely the same. 
The purchasing power in this country would remain identical. It 
would only be applied to the procurement of some other commodities, 
probably some other luxuries. 

The remainder of our imports from China consists almost wholly of 
raw silk, and as to this the results would no doubt be very different. 
Raw silk is a material used in our manufactures, and any interruption 
in its supply would increase its cost, and to that extent damage our 
industry. So fur the China trade is of consejuence to us. But the 
amount of that portion of it is not such as to make its interruption 
matter of very serious national concern. As regards the real staple, 
tea, nothing can be clearer than this: the loss of it would be, to more 
than one half of the British human race, privation of something which 
they like very much; butnot one English spindle the less would be at 


work in consequence, nor would the wages of our manufacturing arti- 
sans be interfered with. 


I venture to think that this view of the case is of sone little impor- 


tance, not as encouraging statesmen or politicians to reckless interference 
with a branch of commerce which supplies us, at all events, with a very 
popular commodity, but as showing that we may really use mercy and 
justice towards some hundred million of our fellow men, abstain from 
the employment of violence against them, and deal tenderly even with 
their prejudices, without incurring the slightest dinger whatever of 
“starving or pinching” our workinen, or impair:ng the productive 
energy of our country.

MR. HANBURY’S LETTER ON CHUNG HOW. 

Tue letter of “ Omeca,” in refutation of Mr. Hannury’s apo- 
logy for Cuuxe How, which we print in another column, 
reminds us of the summing-up of a late eminent Judge on 
the occasion of the trial of a sheep-stealer. The prisoner’s 
counsel made little or no attempt to combat the evidence 
against his client ; but he called several witnesses to his pre- 
vious good character. The Judge accepted the depositions 
on both sides with equal confidence, which, indeed, they ap- 
peared to be entitled to; and he then summed-up thus :— 
“ Gentlemen of the jury; here is a very respectable man 
“ who has stolen a sheep ; you will find your verdict accord- 
“ingly.” We have no doubt that the jury of English readers 
who have read the evidence of Cuune ,How’s guilty compli- 
city in the tragedy of Tientsin will arrive at a similar con- 
clusion, notwithstanding the special pleading of his solitary 
apologist. We must own that it is with great pain 
that we find Mr. Hansury taking up a position in 
London which he had already found wholly unten- 
able in Shanghai. We give Mr. Hansury all credit 
for sincerity, of course ; but, at the same time, we cannot 
but think that the arguments, which did not find a single 

















respondent voice among his countrymen in China, who were | 


well acquainted with the circumstances, and who made 
every reasonable allowance for his pertinacity, should not 
have been reproduced in England, where his idiosyncracies 
are not so well known, without a saving clause in the form 
of a confession that he stood, and stands, alone in his ideas 
of Cuuna How. It would certainly have been more high- 
minded on his part to have made that admission voluntarily 
than to have left it for “ Omeca” and ourselves to draw atten- 
tion to the significant fact—as we did in our last issue. At 
the same time we must give Mr. Hanpury credit for the 
spirit which has impelled him to sign his name to his pub- 
lished apology for Cuuna How. This candour, however 
little it may redound to his perception, or his capacity 
of being convinced, at any rate redeems him from a 
place beside the anonymous writers in the Pall Mall 
Gazette, and elsewhere, who have “made their modesty 
the flambeau of their merit,” and indirectly praised 
their own policy, while chanting peeons in honour of the 
“do-nothing” system ascribed—we believe erroneously— 
to the late Lord Metpourne. As for the “arguments ” in Mr. 
Hanpury’s letter to Zhe Times, we may dismiss them with- 
out a word; for they are too completely demolished by 
“ Omxca’s” reply to need one, The defenders of the “ policy ” 
of Mr. Wane are better skilled in fighting for a bad cause 
than Mr. Hanspury would ever care, or consent, to be. They 
know that it is much easier to call their indignant and en- 
dangered fellow-citizens “Philistines” than it is to rebut 
their arguments, or stem their remonstrances. Mr. Hanpury, 
less cautious, has ventured openly on the discussion of the 
question on its merits ; and has probably done more good to 
the cause he has opposed than even those who have always 
consistently advocated it. We have been content with 
proving that they were right ; it was reserved for Mr, Han- 
BuRY to show that the other side—meaning himself alone— 
was utterly wrong. 
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A VISIT TO THE SCENE OF THE TIENTSIN 
MASSACRE FOUR MONTHS AFTER. 
(PROM A RESIDENT AT PEKING.) 

For some miles outside Tientsin, coming from the north, and, im 
clear weather, from all sides, the Roman Catholic Cathedral and 
the Jen-tsi-tang are seen towering high above the city walls and 
gates. As in Peking, so in Tientsin, such high buildings—and still 
more foreign ones—must be an eyesore to the Chinese, and awfully 
prejudicial to their ideas of Fengshuey. In Peking no buildings 
are permitted to overtop the palace. 

On pp segpen the necessary arrangements we visited the 
scene of the outrages. The Sisters’ establishment, the nearest 
to the settlement, was first visited. It stands in the suburbs, im- 
mediately outside the east gate. These extensive premises were 
in ruins ; barely a piece of timber was to be seen, and even that 
in the walls, to prevent the damp ascending (a custom very 
common here and rendered necessary by the soda and moisture in 
the soil), have in most cases been turn out. Not a window, 
lintel, or doorpost was to be seen; the very stone doorsteps and 
staircases were demolished and removed, and many of the square 
bricks of the earthen bed platforms had been torn up and carried 
away. There must either have been an immense number at work 
on the 21st June to have so completely gutted these extensive 
buildings, or the work of demolition and robbery must have been 
carried on for some days afterwards. Not a tile or brick of the 
adjoining Chinese houses has been disturbed. Precautions, I am 
informed, had been taken to protect the neighbouring buildings by 
having the roofs covered with wet felt. To prevent the escape of 
the foreigners some of the lanes in the vicinity were barricaded 





the previous day. Vespers are being sung, the youth are being 
educated, the sick cured, and a hellish plot for the extermination 
of the hated foreigner and the mercy-loving Sisters is being con- 
cocted over their wall and under their very eaves! There is a 
good deal of rubbish in the chapel and cther buildings, not yet 
cleared, and seeing that there are five Sisters still unaccounted 
for, it would be well to have the ‘ruins turned over with this 
object. Their non-production is horribly suggestive of what was 
doubtless the motive for so completely destroying all traces.* 
Between twenty and thirty boys and five or six=girls are still 
missing, and these most probably sought refuge in the vaults, 
and there perished in the flames. The infuriated men, how- 
ever, were particularly careful, as far as possible, to save Chinese 
life, and all were urged to escape. Some clung in death to their 
foster sisters and perished with them, not desiring to be separated 
in death as in life. Some, who were unable to escape on account 
of disease, were carried to the magistrates’ office, one of whom 
afterwards became a patient of mine at the capital. From all I 
could learn from the native female converts who were spectators 
in part of the dreadful agonies on the memorable 2\st of June, 
until they were themselves, on account of their obstinacy in cling- 
ing to the Sisters, rendered insensible by the blows of the assailants, 
the foreign Sisters seem all to have been first stunned by the blows 
from the fire-brigade, who carried large bludgeons, armed at the 
| end{with’a hook, which they use in the demolition of houses in the 
case of fires. (The Chinese never put out a fire, they only seek to 
limit the area and prevent it spreading.) The lady dispenser 
seems to have been first despatched as head and front of the 
supposed kidnappers, and guilty of the vile practices attributed 
to the Sisters. The Irish lady followed, and then the Lady 
Superioress. The latter was pow in the head by the fire- 
hook, and/was dragged to the front, accompanied by the only re- 
maining Chinese Sister, both streaming with blood, and there 
they were felled to the ground. The Chinese female pertinaciously 
clung to her until she was hooked up by the wrist and borne 
off. She still lives, and bears the marks of this ill-treatment. 
The remaining Sisters fled to the furthest extremity of the pre- 
mises, but were quickly pursued by their infuriated enemies, and 
similarly treated. Their hands and arms were cut into a thousand 
pieces—the rest we know were so treated, and doubtless also all 
the others—and their breasts and abdomens laid open, and their 
hearts dug out. They were then thrown into the burning pile 
or into the river, This accounts for the meagre prmaind a bane 
bone and a few ribs of five of the Sisters—sent afterwards to the 
Settlement. As we look upon these sad ruins, a monument of the 
rage of the Chinese, our hearts and hopes sink within us. The 
buildings have now been handed over to the Roman Catholics, a 
few of whom, along with several new arrivals, are living on the 
foreign settlement, although the Chinese soldiery still guard the 
place. No crowd followed us hither, as is generally the case in 
China. We were left alone to ponder over the sad desolation ; no 
expression of sympathy or sorrow from the stolid Chinese was 
vouchsafed us. Verily the blood of the martyrs is the seed of 
the Church. No sooner are twelve innocent Sisters killed than 
others arise to take their place. Several new priests are here for 
this and the neighbourhood, and doubtless Sisters also will be at 
their post as soon as the buildings are restored next spring. 
Two or three Chinese women with a handful of scholars inhabit

The Cathedral and French Consulate next received a visit. 
This structure 
was just recently finished, built of solid brick, and in the usual 
durable style of the Roman Catholics. The Chinese have been 
much chagrincd that the imposing structure still stands, a con- 
tinual reproach to their barbarity and futile efforts to destroy it. 
The cross, which rested on a gilt globe over the gateway, being 
within easy reach, speedily disappeared, but the gilt cross on the 


The walls and tower of the former alone remain. 


top of the tower still stands, an emblem of the Christianity which 
its enemies sought to wipe out. 


the Grand Canal with the Peiho. Here both turn at Might avgles 
due east, giving the form of the letter T, the Cathedral on 
the north side, and looking down the river towards the bridge 
of boats, and commanding also right and left the Peiho and 
Canal. The position is the finest in Tientsin, and in any di- 
rection, and from any point of view, the outlook is grand. 
The Chinese must long have looked with envy on this Imperial 
site—a standing memorial of the success and power of French 
arms. Part of the Imperial building, to the left on entering, has 
passed through the fiery ordeal unscathed. Nota vestige of the 
religious and political structures has been allowed to remain that 
acura be pulled down. Two handsome marble tablets covered by 
pavilions have also fallen a prey to the devouring element. We 
icked up a few burnt leaves of a French and Latin Bible, with 
tin notes, which we cherish as souvenirs of this dire calamity. 


Two or three of the charred pillars upon which rested the roof 
The interior of 


still exist, surrounded with hoop iron girders. 
the Cathedral is filled with the rubbish of the fallen roof. Father 
Chevrier and a Chinese priest were murdered here, dreadfully 
hacked, and afterwards thrown into the river. The three floors 
and roof of the main and side towers have also been burned, 
and the handsome brass French-made bell, with the eagle 
upon it, now lies at the bottom of the main tower, with 
the suspending part broken off, probably having had its 
course altered in its fall against some of the unburnt 
rafters, although there are evidences of their having tried the 
quality of its metal. There were three officials in charge, who 
kindly showed us over the Consulate, which immediately adjoins, 
and pointed out the graves of the victims. They afterward en- 
quired our names, with the view of reporting our visit to the 
mandarins. Here the idea of desolation is modified, the compound 
having been cleared for the funeral of the victims. The Consulate 
is a mass of ruins, and the beautiful verandah and pavilion which 
overlooked the river, and gave it the very appropriate name of 
Wang-ho-lien, have likewise disappeared. 

We proceeded next to the chapel of the London Mission, which 
is in entire ruins. While inspecting this, one was heard to say, 
“Oh, they are going to begin work,” followed by the significant 
shah, kill. We were now within the city. The premises of the 
American Board, the largest of the Protestant places, and capable 
of containing two foreign families, chapel, &c., were next seen. 
Fortunately the sanitary condition of the city had driven the fo- 
reigners from this hotbed of filth to the settlement, and so their 
lives were spared; but the infuriated populace seem to have 
wreaked their vengeance upon the devoted chapel and buildings. 
Hardly a brick is left; the bell has been stolen, and the chapel 
cylinder stove is said to be in one of the yamens. A little mud 
house has been erected on the waste, and an official is here sta- 
tioned. These premises from first to last have cost some $6,000, 
Their entire claim for damages and compensation will hardly 
cover this large outlay, not to speak of furniture, fixings, losses 
and sale of the native staff and complete disorganisation of the mis- 
sion work. After the massacre the officials offered any sum that 
might be named to our consuls and missionaries to keep matters 

ulet ; now they higgle over a few thousand taels with poor Chris- 
tians who have suffered dreadfully. It is to be hoped the higher 
officials will yet consider the question. Religious teachers may 
leave the country at once if the Chinese are to be allowed to ignore 
the native claims. By treaty, converts are not to be molested. 
The progress of Christianity can thus be hindered at any moment 
when it becomes disagreeable to the officials. This point ought 
not to be given up by our authorities, and we are sure the British 
Minister will be fully alive to the importance of this question. If 
loss of life is to have compensation so must loss of property. I 
understand one Protestant convert was killed, for whose family 
a sum of TIs. 5CO isdemanded. The other claims for loss of goods, 
sustained by about fifty persons, amount in all to about Tls. 2,500. 
The Chinese mandarins would like to treat their own people ac- 
cording to their own ideas of justice. It is perfectly well known 
that the families of the executed received some Tls. 500; are 
the claims of the Protestant converts to be altogether disclaimed 
and ignored ? Besides replacing chapels, eight in all, the damages

Another chapel near the west gate, belonging also to the 
American Board, is at present being rebuilt by the mandarins, 
It is likewise intended to allow the officials to replace all the 
chapels for the sake of the more effect upon the people. Heathen 
officials are made to,build the hated chapels for the hated foreigner, 
which are destined ultimately to undermine their own corrupt 
and effete systems! Near this chapel I was accosted with the 
epithet “There go the scoopers out of eyes and hearts.” I im- 
mediately seized the rascal, a southern man ; a crowd collected, 
who looked sullen and fierce, and I appealed, but in vain, to two of 
Li-hung-chang’s soldiers to take him into custody, who refused, on 
the ground that their duty did not lie within the city. Finding 
matters beginning to look unpleasant, I demanded an apology, 
which was at once given, and so the matter ended. Inevery other 
place such decided action would have left the foreigner in un- 
disputed possession of his victim and the position. Not a hand 
would be raised against the foreigner or for the native, and the 
pluck of the Western would be admired by all. But here mat- 
ters are changed, There was a determined and impertinent ex- 
pression pourtrayed on the countenances of all. 

We passed out at the south gate after this little episode, 
through one of the vilest and dirtiest quarters I ever pelea 
filled with squalid children and pigs innumerable. A residence 
in most parts of China, and particularly here, is well adapted to 
strengthen one’s anti-porcine feelings. Close to this gate, on the 
plain, is the old military cemetery, where decay and ruin mark 
overything. The enclosing brick wall is toppling down, the 
gravestones and monuments are in a dilapidated condition— 
one of the graves is actually open—the trees are all dead— 
the bricks are being stolen, and altogether it reflects no 
credit upon the British Government, which pays, I under- 
stand, $6 monthly to the keeper (?). The cemetery at Taku 
is in the same condition. In the rainy season they are 
inaccessible. The new cemetery at the settlement, under the 
immediate care of that public-spirited merchant, Mr. Hen- 
derson, contrasts favourably with the old military one. Herea 
neat brick roofed wall, with handsome gatehouse and entrance, 
strike the eye. The interior is beautifully laid out and planted 
with willows, firs, pines and rosebushes. The victims were all 
interred here at first, but the large mound over their mutilated 
remains has now disappeared, and only a Chinese Sister, known at 
the inquest by her neck ornaments, lies here, awaiting removal 
by the French priests. The newly married Russian and iis young 
wife, the sister-in-law of one of the Russian merchants here, who 
were brutally murdered or ’ere the marriage rejoicings were com- 
pleted, lie in this cemetery side by side. The murdered and yet 
unavenged Williamson, once;the picture of rosy health, is also here. 
The other Russian also reposes here. History has here been made 
ina day. M.and Madame Thomaiscn, also recently married, and 
on their way to the Legation at Peking, and who came by the 
same steamer that sheltered, until the storm was overpast, the 
defenceless women and innocent children of the British settlement, 
lie buried, as we have already said, at the French Consulate. The 
whole circumstances of this massacre render it one of the saddest. 
the world has ever witnessed. 

The city was certainly biped than Iexpected. There wasa dis- 
agreeable stillnessand sullennessdepicted on the faces of the people; 
no kind or syuipethising word or look was given, no questions 
asked, not even the ordinary Chinese salutations. Old friends, ac- 
quaintances, and shopkeepers, who used to greet the missionaries 
with a nod, a chin-chin, or a smile, now, we were told, take no 
notice of them. The streets are unpleasantly quiet, no crowds 
follow, and the city is said to be filled with secret police. No doubt 
strict orders have been given to molest no foreigners, and to get 
into conversation with none. Many of the people must have en- 
riched themselves by the pillage of the chapels, houses, and Con- 
sulate. Things are said to have been offered for eale in Peking 
and Taku, whither the ringleaders chiefly fled, and where they 
still are, some of whom had the hardihood, encouraged by official 
complicity and countenance, to expose the bloody garments (me- 
mentoes of their bravery), the property of the victims. By-and- 
by we shall doubtless learn all that transpired on and precedin 
the fatal 21st. The callous indifference of the Chinese, once all 
danger of foreign complications is over, will lead them to disclose 
the hidden sources of this furious outbreak, the chief actors in 
the tragedy, and the possessors of the stolen goods. 

Foreign Governments have the future of China and the Chinese 
in their own hands. The Chinese will be and do what we make 
them, The responsibility of future massacres, troubles, and mis- 
understandings lies with Foreign Governments. What is espe- 
cially wanted to ensure greater progress to Christianity and com- 
merce—i.e., peace to prosecute our various callings—is more 
power, the appearance of power, and not the continual confession 
of weakness and inferiority. 


CHUNG HOW AND THE TIENTSIN MASSACRE.— 
ANSWER TO MR. HANBURY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF “ THE TIMES.” 
Sir,—In The Times of January 26 there appeared a kind of vindi- 
ation of the character of the new Chinese Envoy to France, from Mr- 
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Thomas Hanbury, of Shanghai. Chung How's connection with the 
Tientein massacre had already been discussed by the members 
of the Sbanghai Chamber of Commerce, of whom Mr. Hanbury is 
one; and on that occasion the substance of his present letter to The 
Times was addressed to the Chamber. Mr. Hanbury’s views did not 
then meet with a single supporter; but, as few of your readers have 
had the opportunity of acquainting themselves with both sides of the 
question, I beg your permission to point out briefly a few of the falla- 
cies in Mr. Hanbury’s argument, which will probably make it clear 
that he, at least, has not happened to get on the right eide. 

Mr. Hanbury wishes us to believe that Chung How was innocent of 
all participation in the Tientsin massacre, and that the Chinese Go- 
vernment (whatever meaning Mr. Hanbury may attach to that phrase) 
has done its duty as far as posible since that lamentable event. That 
there should be no misunderstanding, however, as to the estimation 
in which he holds the crime itself, Mr. Hanbury is at some pains to 
inform us that “ the atrocious massacre of Tientsin . has caused 
universal feelings of indignation and sorrow,’’ &c. It is from no ten- 
derness towards the sin, therefore, that Mr. Hanbury endeavours to 
shield Chung How from any unpleasant consequences of it. 

The first two pleas for Chung How may be dismissed as unworthy 
of serious criticiam. One is previous good conduct—‘ he has been 
the consistent friend of foreigners for ten years; the second is that 
“he had Europeans in his employ at the time of the massacre.” 

Of the remainder of Mr. Hanburv’s vindication it is hardly too 
much to say that, coming as it does from an avowed apologist, it is 
almost more damnatory than anything which has been alleged by the 
hostile public against Chung How. What, for example, is to be in- 
ferred from this ?—‘‘ He is said to have addressed friendly warnings 
to Consul Fontanier before the 21st of June, begging him not to 
treat so lightly the excitement of the populace growing out of the 
supposed kidnapping.” Why, the worst that has becn said of Chung 
How is that, knowing the serious character of the so-called “ excite- 
ment,” he did nothing to allay it, and the mockery of warning M. 
Fontanier against a danger which it was in Chung How's power to 
avert altogether, but over which M. Fontanier had no more control 
than he would have had over an earthquake, scems rather to fill the 
cup of his guilt than to furnish ground for his acquittal. Mfr. Han- 
bury, indeed, neutralises his own argument by advancing, in another 
part of his letter, the atterly contradictory plea of the unforescen 
nature of the tumult, which he compares for suddenness to the Fenian 
explosion at Clerkenwell. How Chung How is to get the benefit of 
both hypotheses is left unexplained. 

Great streas is laid on the fact that “ M. Courtrix, the only French. 
man saved on the day of the massacre, was protected in Chung 
How's residence,” and Mr. Hanbury adds his opinion that Consul Fon- 
tanier would also have been safe there had he remained. But, sup- 
posing M. Fontanier had been saved by the accident of his being in 
Chung How's residence, what of M. and Madame Thomassin, M. and 
Madame Chalmaison, and the nine Sisters of Charity? If Chang How's 
residence was the only safe place for a Frenchman that day, why did 
not Chung How, following up his alleged previous warnings, invite 
the whole French community into so secure an asylum? Mr. Hanbury 
forgets two important things,—one, that the sole reason for either M. 
Courtrix or M. Fontanier being in Chung How’s quarters at all was 
that the attack on the Consulate had already commenced ; the other, 
that Chung How's refraining from murdering M. Courtrix under his 
own roof was in no wise inconsistent with the theory of his even having 
secretly instigated the massacre, of which, however, no one has yct 
thought of accusing him. Nor does the acknowledged fact that Chung 
How was the least guilty of all the local authorities and was despised 
by the extreme anti-foreign party for his alleged foreign proclivities 
exculpate him. To fall between two stools in this way is by no means 
an uncommon fate of men who are at once weak and wicked. 

We are next told that Chung How’s conduct after the massacre was 
not that of a guilty man. Mr. Hanbury does not state how a guilty 
man would have comported himself under the circumstances. We are 
only left to infer that his behaviour would have been the reverse of 
Chung How's. But let that pasg. This, at all events, is Mr. Han- 
bury’s version of how Chung How evinced his guiltleasness, He met 
the Consuls at ten a.m. the next morning, ‘‘and expressed his deep 
sorrow at what had occurred, and said he never dreamt that matters 
could have gone to the extremity they did.” Every person who reads 
these words is ready to ask, — “ How far, then, did Chung How expect 
or intend that ‘matters’ should go before he interfered? There 
were twenty-one people massacred. Would a lesser number have met 
Chung How's views of what was adequate to the occasion, or would the 
burning of the Consulate and hospital have satisfied him without the 
butchery?” It is Mr. Hanbury’s chosen line of defence which prompts 
these inevitable reflections. 

One more of Mr. Hanbury’s strong points, and I have done. ‘‘ All 
evidence from Tientsin,” he says, “ goes toshow that . . . a por- 
tion of the inhabitants, including the two mandarins already con- 
demned by the Government, are alone directly and justly responsible 
for the deplorable occurrence,” &c., whence we are expected to infer 
that Chung How, not being in the above list, is necesearily innocent. 
Were Mr. Hanbury in the possession of exclusive information from 
Tientsin we could hardly conceive it to be of so exhaustive a charac- 
ter as to enable him to prove a negative of this kind. But Mr. Han- 
bury, like every other foreizner in China and out of it, is indebted to 
common report for his knowledge of th massacre and its attendant 
circumstances. When the common report is wrong—that is, against 
Mr. Hanbury’s views—he dismisses it without benefit of clergy ; when 
it isagreeable to him he calls it ‘‘ evidence” without more ado, thus 
betraying the special pleader. 

If this, then, be all that can be said in favour of Chung How, his 
cause must be a bad one. If, on the other hand, his cause be good, he 
has been singularly unfortunate in his advocate. To realise the weak- 
ness of the case, however, it. is necessary to refer for a moment to the ; 
conspicuous omissions in Mr. Hanbury’s letter. It is professedly a | 
criticism of another letter, which is hardly yet before the British 
public. In the latter document it is distinctly pointed out that Chung 
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How must have known of the preparations for the massacres, which 
were conducted under the superintendence of his subordinates, that 
he was the proper person to have prevented it, and that, finally, the 
British Consul on three separate occasions wrote despatches to Chung 
How, urging him to quell the popular excitement which was being ac- 
tively inflamed by the placards, &c.,of his subordinate officers, which 
despatches remained unnoticed by Chung How up to the time of the 
massacre. Without a clear explanation of these points, it ia manifestly 
idle to construct any defence of Chung How. 

One word more in conclusion. Mr. Hanbury has apparently mis- 
underatood the position taken up by the Shanghai Chamber of Com- 
merce. He objects to their taking the initiative in making so serious 
an accusation against Chung How “ without the formal examination 
of a single witness.” But what if the absence of proper inquiry into 
the case and the non-examination of witnesses were the very circam- 
stances which drove the Chamber of Commerce into ‘taking the 
initiative?” As far as their written words indicate their policy, their 
whole aim was to adduce “sufficient prima facie evidence to show 
that before being received as Ambaseador Chung How should be called 
on to exculpate himself.” Whether or not the Chamber of Commerce 
is the proper party to take the initiative in .uch a matter, surely no- 
thing can be more reasonable than that, if the grounds of suspicion 
against him are sufficiently clear, Chung How should be in some form 
or other put on his trial before he is feted aa his predecessors have 
eee am, Sir, yours faithfully, Omraa.

UNDERWRITEPS’ GRIEVANCES. 

A letter has appeared in The J'imes with reference to an fmportant 
question in connection with marine insurances, and the interest alike of 
merchants and underwriters—namely, the position that should be oceu- 
pied by professional “ average adjusters.” We extract the following 
passayes from the letter:—‘‘ Last April attention was first publicly 
called to the giving of discounts or allowances on their fees by average 
adjusters to claimants who employed them. Iu May a meeting of the 
Association of Average Adjusters passed a resolution for the immediate 
expulsion of any member thereafter guilty of this unprofessional prac- 
tice. It is also understood that the Committee of Lloyd’s have deter- 
mined to exact a pledge from adjustcrs desiring to become subscribers 
that they will not make such allowances. But there is a growing feel- 
ing that much more has to be done before the question of the statement 
and settlement of claims under marine policies is finally and satisfactorily 
settled. In former times the practice of employing adjusters to make up 
claims on policies of marine insurance was not so general as it has since be- 
come. Their services were not resorted to without the previous consent of 
the underwriters, who paid their fees. The underwriter could only have 
been charged with the fee on the principle of the adjuster being a quass 
referee, which implied his being consulted in the matter. The first 
adjusters existed by virtue of qualifications which made them pecu- 
liarly suitable for their office, but when adjusting became a lucrative 
occupation it attracted recruits into its ranks, some of them pose 
sessing inferior claims to confidence. To this tendency the only 
check seems to be that if their innovations were too barefaced their 
statements would so invariably be distrusted that delay and diffi- 
culty would arise with every statement made up by them, however un- 
objectionable it might really be, at which stage they would cease to be 
useful to their employers, Indeed it iswell known that this really does 
operate to some extent, though not sufficiently to counteract the oppo- 
site tendency. But it may be urged that the underwriter ought to 
understand his business, to know what he is liable for, and to examine 
in all details the demands made on him, and that if, by ignorance, 
carelessness, or timidity, he does not keep the adjusters in check it is 
his own fault. This argument would be very well on the supposition 
that the adjuster was uvowedly acting in the interest of the assured 
only, as in the case of a solicitor conducting a negotiation for a client. 
and whose fees are paid by his employer; but such a view of the rela- 
tion of the adjuster to the two partics is inconsi-tent with the history of 
his origin, and with the fact that it is the underwriter who is expected 
to pay his fees. Nor is this evil, which is a fast-growing one, and 
visibly sapping the relations of mutual confidence which ought to exist 
between partics to a marine policy, one which concerns the under- 
writer exclusively, or even chiefly. 

“* Among the correctives put forth in various quarters are the follow- 
ing :—1. That the practice of consulting the underwriter, and handing 
the papers which are the foundation of the claim to an adjuster in whom 
both parties have confidence, should be again resorted to. In this case 
the underwriter would pay the fee of the adjuster. 2. That if the un- 
derwriter were not consulted as to the choice of an udjuster by the 
claimant the latter should pay the adjustcr’s fee, leaving it to the under 
writer to employ and pay another adjustcr to examine the claim, if he 
thought fit, 3, That the Committce of Lloyd’s should appoint an ex- 
aminer of claims, to whom all disputed cases might be referred for his 
report. 

ve While setting forth these various proposals, I add that it appears to 
me that the second plan, by which each party would pay the average 
adjuster of his own selection, is that which would work best in practice; 
but the third plan is undeniably the easiest to carry out, and would not 
prevent the adoption of either of the other plans in conjunction with it, 
for in neither of them would the adjustment be final and binding, but 
reviewable by the official examiner, whose opinion would, if he objected 
to the adjustment, carry sufficient weight to relieve the private under- 
writer from the imputation of obstructiveness in declining to abide by 
the adjustment.”

CHUNG HOW. 
(GLOBE.) 

It is not often that an ambassador on arriving at his post is met by 
a charge of complicity in the wholesale murder of subjects of a Power 
to which, amongst others, he is accredited. Such, however, is the 
resent position of Chung How. The Shanghai Chamber of Commerce 
ge accused him to their confreres in London of having been privy 
to the plot which ended in the massacre of the French missionaries at 
Tientsin, and they have incited them to urge upon the Government 
the necessity of calling upon him to exculpate himself from the charge 
before receiving him as Ambassador. One of their number, Mr. Han- 
bury, has protested in the columns of The Times against the Chamber 
taking the initiative in making so serious an accusation against him 
without the formal examination of a single witness; and for this 
very temperate remonstrance has drawo down upon himself the 
wrath of another correspondent signing himself “Omega,” who 
reiterates the charge made by the Chamber, and attempts to re- 
fute Mr. Hanbury’s arguments by a repetition of the hearsay evi- 
dence upon which that body condemned Chung How. We have no 
desire to find fault with the Shanghai Chamber, but it was, to say the 
deagt, discourteous on their part so entirely to ignore the investiga- 
tion made on the epot by the Foreign Ministers at the Court of Pe- 
king as to petition the English Government to re-open the inquiry 
Gnto his guilt or innocence. We have already stated our belief, and 
the grounds upon which that belief is based, that Chung How was en- 
tirely innocent of all complicity in the plot, and we have shown plainly 
that the occurrence of such an outbreak was directly opposed to his 
own interests. After a careful examination into the details of the 
massacre, the Foreign Ministers unanimously acquitted him from the 
charge which is now for the second time brought against him ; and so 
completely was M. Rochechouart, the French Chargé d’Affaires, satis- 
fied of hia innocence, that it was at his special request that Chung 

ow was chosen as Ambassador to the European Courte.

The Cabinet is again complete. Colonel Booms, who has been com- 
pelled to resign because of ill-health, being succeeded by Colonel En- 
gelvaart. Le roi est mort, vive le roi! Some Conservative papers as- 
sure us that Mr. Booms never intended to become a Minister, but that 
he was appointed by Mr. Thorbecke, who composed the Cabinet in a 
few hours without being consulted. I cannot ascertain whether thia is 
true, but so much is certain, that Mr. Booms has left the Hague, and 
even the country, to recruit hishealth. Very few particulars are known 
about his successor; we only know that he ia one of the ten colonels of 
our infantry and Governor of the Military Academy of Breda. There is, 
however, reason to believe that he adheres to the same principles as Mr. 
Booms, and that he will re-organise our means of defence and the con- 
stitution of our army. The Arnhemsche Courant, which is very affec- 
tionate towards the new Cabinet, entertains the belief that he will 
prove to be the ‘‘right manintheright place.” Time will show if this 
opinion is correct ; he may be an able Minister of War, but it is quite 
certain that he will be a very costly one. In the meanwhile the 
Ministers are working day and night to prepare their Bills, which are 
to be laid before the members of the Second Chamber, which, however, 
will not meet before the first week in March. It isa matter of course 
that the next sitting will be a very unproductive one. A good part of 
the summer will be spent in the discussions upon the Budgets. It is 
to be feured that the well-nigh interminable talk of our M.P.s will 
again block the course of business, spoil the programme of the new 
Cabinet, and will render difficult the passing of the most urgent and 
necessary Bills. About the programme of the Ministers the greatest 
georecy prevails, and what Mr. van Bosse intends to do no one knows, 
there is not even a rumour circulating about it. The political corre- 
spondence from the “residency” is, in default of political news, 
filled up with particulars about measures which were not taken by the 
Jocal authorities to check the epidemic of small-pox, which prevails 
not only at the Hague, but also here and in Utrecht toa fearful ex- 
tent. It seems certain that the members of the “ Red Cross” brought 
this horrible disease from France to the Hague, but nevertheless the 
greatest sympathy still prevails for this institution, and so much 
money is still subscribed that extraordinary means are necessary 
to obtain funds to relieve the wants of our poor, who suffer greatly by 
this long and severe winter, which checks business and general traffic. 
Of course the new institution of the ‘' Blue Cross,” which is designed 
to render assistance to the French and German prisoners of war, does 
not meet with the least sympathy under these circumstances, and I 
doubt that, if even the weather were less severe, the cold not so in- 
tense, and the wants of the poor not so great, the committee would 

collect a great deal of money. 

I regret that I have to record the death of Mr. Jan Jacob Rochussen, 
an ex-Minister and Governor-General of Java, who died at the Hague, 
attheage ofseventy-threcyears. Hehasrendered to his fatherland many 
important services, and was a most eminent man, but rather a coeur d'or 
than a statesman. He was one of the promoters of Liberal principles, 
but lately he has adhered to Conservative views, especially with regard 
to Java. In 1858, when he was appointed Minister, Mr. Thorbecke 
was one of his most violent opponents, but it is quite probable that the 

ogramme of Mr. Rochussen of that year will be the programme of 
i . Thorbecke this ; gu: vivra verra. I regret to notice also the deaths 
of Mr. F. A. H. Miguel, Professor at the University of Utrecht; and 
of Mr. Ter Bruggen Hugenholiz, member of the Council of State. 

The mail correspondence from Java is very unsatiafactory. Some 
dayeago we received papers of Dec. 14, subsequently the mail which

was forwarded on the 8th of that month arrived, and to-day we have 
again advices to the 14th. The telegrams are also very scarce, and 
many complaints are made that they are not intelligible. The last 
“‘ official” telegram stated that the expedition to Borneo had obtained 
the greatest success,and that Wang Kang had been killed. The 
general opinion here is that this “affair’’ was ‘*much ado about 
nothing.” More impression was created by the article of ‘‘ V.L.” in 
the Nieww Bataviasch Handelsblad, ‘Our Programme.” The effect 
was so great that even the most Liberal papers remain silent respecting 
it, as if they were afraid to awaken the public opinion in Holland. 

The capitulation of Paris has not in the least improved the pro- 
spect of the Stock markets. A dull tone still prevails, with complete 
absence of business. There is to-day a sligkt tendency in the down- 
ward direction. The demand for money is rather more active, though 
there is still a great accumulation of capital. The Bank rate of dis- 
count remains unaltered. I hear that the report to be proposed by 
the Oost Indische Maatschappy van Lyfrenten will be subjected for 
approval to the creditors and shareholders. The principal points are 
the following: that the life rents and annuities shall be paid in full ; 
that the other creditors will receive 40 per cent. in ready money and 
40 per cent. in shares. They will thus lose 20 per cent., and this loss is 
to be borne by the shareholders.

At a meeting in bankruptcy of the creditors of Messrs. Higson and 
West, Manchester, on the 3rd, it was stated that the liabilities 
amounted to £170,000, and various debts were proved to the extent 
of £84,000. Neither of the bankrupts attended, and it was believed 
that they had left the country ; consequently, no statement of 
accounts was produced. Mr. F. W. Mason, of the Union Bank ; 
Mr. J. Kay, and Mr. W. Robinson were appointed a committee of 
inspection, and the public examination was adjourned. 

Messrs. John Pender and Co. have issued an elaborate coloured 
diagram showing the fluctuations which have taken place in the 
markets for cotton and Manchester goods, and in the bank rate of 
discount in each month during the past ten years—namely, from 
1861 to 1870. 

The biddings for £400,000 in bills on India were held at the 
Bank of England, when the amounts allotted were—to Calcutta, 
£299,500 ; to Bombay, £100,000; and to Madras, £500.

Measrr. Beebe's Circular, dated 20th ult., is as follows:—Since the 
opening of the new year our market has been active and the transae- 
tions large, with an improvement in prices of most descriptions of 
goods on the spot. We estimate the sales by importers thus far dur- 

ng the present month at 39,000 half-chests Green, 30,000 half chests 
Japan, 37,000 half-chests Oolong, and 2,000 half-chests Souchong and 
Congou ; of these about 14,000 half-chests Green and 10,000 half- 
chests Oolong are old crop. Our revised quotations indicate closing 
duty-paid values, as nearly as they can be fixed at the moment in the 
somewhat unsettled state of the market. Reference to these will show 
‘that old crop Greenscf the letter sorta, as well as new crop gene- 
rally, have improved, more or less, over the closing prices of 
1870. The non-arrival of the cargoes per Riga and Mikado 
until the 15th has been the chief agency in securing this im- 
rovement. These having been largely sold to arrive, and (that per 
Riga especially) resold by the jobbers for prompt delivery after the 
Ast inst., made it necessary in many cases to substitute other goods, 
and the competition for such as were available cnabled holders of the 
little good old remaining in stock, and the few new arriving by Pa- 
cific Mail route, to secure the advance. The large clearances from 
bond since the 3rd inst. indicate an extensive business for {uture de- 
livery by the trade toward the close of the year just ended, and satis- 
factorily account for the apparent reduction in the consumptive de- 
mand. Opening prices for new crop Oolong show a marked ad- 
vance over the rates ruling for similar gradca of old, and thus far 
those received from Amoy, we are happy to say, leave a fair profit to 
the importer.

The amount of Premia collected in Hong Hong and China, between the Ist of November, 1869, and the 31st of October, 
1870, and the amount collected at the Foreign Agencies within that period, of which the General Agents have received ad- 
vice, after deducting all sums paid as bonus and commissions, and adding interest and gain in exchange, amounts to 
$312,761.84. The} annexed accounts have been audited by Mr. M. P. Jukes and Mr. E. J. Sage. In accordance with the 
Articles of Association, the meeting will have to elect Auditors for the coming year ; both of these gentlemen offer them

selves for re-election. 

It will be seen from these Accounts, that after carrying forward to the next year’s accounts $30,620 for Permia received 
in respect of risks taken before October 31st, but not yet terminated, and after carrying forward $71,753.83 to Suspense 
Account to meet unsettled claims put forward, there remains a balance to the credit of Profit and Loss Account in respect 
of transactions already closed of $190,000, and the Committee recommend that this sum be declared available for distribu- 
tion as profits of the Company for the year. 

The apportionment of this sum, if so appropriated, will, under the 132nd clause of the Articles of Association, be as 
follows :—The sum of $47,500 to be carried to the Reserve Fund and invested by the Committee, the sum of $47,500 to be 
divided pro rata among contributing Shareholders, and the sum of $95,000, or $475 per share, be paid to Shareholders as 
general dividend. 

In accordance with the 86th clause of the Articles of Association, two members of the present Committee (Mr. Hitch- 
cock and Mr. Kaye) retire from office at this meeting, but being eligible, offer themselves for re-election.
